The Home Mission Committee of 
the Synod of British Columbia and 
Alberta of the Presbyterian Church 
in Camacxz, in session assembled in 
Vancouver, strongly protests against 
the imfosition of any system of 
separate schools by the Federal 
yovernment under ihe proposed Prov- 
inees of Albert. and Saskatchewan, 
either by re-enactment of the clause, 
ar clauses of the Nurth-West Ter- 
Zitories Act, relating thereto, or in 
any other way, and fer the following 
reasons: 

Because such contemplated action 
is subversive of the principle of prov- 
incial rights which lies at the basis 
of our Comfederation, inasmuch as 
it denies to the citizens, as suck. 
of these proposed provinces any voice 
in formulating their own school sgs- 
tem, which is one of the most im- 
portant agencies in qualifying for 
true citizenshir. 

Because it is a direct violaition of 
the grinciples of equal rights to all, 
and speciaf favors to none, of the 
citizens of Canada; 

Because, in’ view of the diverse ele- 
ments entering into the settlement 
of the proposed provinces, the pro- 
vision for sepurate schools, if log- 
jeaily carried out and fairly applied. 
would greatly increase’ the cost of 
education and also impair the general 
system, in which, we firmly belicve, 
lies to a very! large extent ‘the hope 
of a united, prosperous and peace- 
ful Western Uanada.

(4) If the settler has his perman- 
ent “residence upon farming land 
owned by him in the vicinity of his 
homestead, the requirements of this 


“vicinity” used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 
ship. 


A settler who avails himself of the ! 


provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
building for their accommodation, 
amd have besides 80 acres substan- 
tially fenced. 

The privilege of a second entry is 
restricted by law to those settlers 
only who comrleted the duties upon 
their first homesteads to entitle 
them to patent on or before the 2nd 
Jume, 1889. 

(Every homesteader who fails to 
comrly with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancelled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for entry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent, the settler 
must give six montifs’ notice in writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion
